The opinion of one expert was 
that during the past. few.weeks 
Hongkong has been unfortunate in 
the matter of mosquito-breeding 
facilities. There has been just 
enough rain to keep the pools and 
water-holding places. sufficiently 
filled for mosquitoes to breed, ‘and 
there has been nothing to interefere 
withthe breeding. What is wanted 
is a periodical heavy deluge _. of 
rain which will wash the eggs ‘and 
larvae out of the pools, and also 
a strong wind which will blow away 
all those’ mosquitoes which hava 
not previously found the-shelter ‘of 
houses. Typhoons in the’ summer 
are not altogether an’ unmixed evil 
for the heavy rains and high winds 
destroy countless mosquitoes. 
There has been no such retarding 
factor this year. 

Malaria is not a notifiable disoasa 
and,. statistics are not . available,
